Some of his achievements are 
military records. He set the pace 
whon his Fourth Armoured Divi- 
sion advanced elghty miles In one 
day from Rennes to Nantes, but 
he bent his own record when dur- 
ing the operation against Genoral 
von Rumistedt, he made forty-two 
divisional advances in forty-two 
days, advancing on an averago of 
a hundred miles daily —Router.
